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PREFACE 


The list of “Essential drugs" for hospitals, dispensaries and health centres in the 
National Capital Territory of Delhi is dynamic in true sense. The present issue of the list is 
the result of fourth revision of the list. Each time the revision has been made through a 
participatory mechanism. For the present revision, two meetings of the Committee consti- 
tuted by Govt. of NCT of Delhi were held. The first meeting was held on 25.7.2001 and 2nd 
on 29.8.2001. The committee reviewed the recommendations received from different hos- 
pitals and other health facilities. The merit of each drug for inclusion was considered based 
on the criteria recommended by WHO i.e. Scientific evidence of efficacy, safety and cost. 
After extensive discussion 25 active molecules by generic name were added and equal 
number was deleted. Thus the numbers of drugs in this list remained unaltered.

Essential Drugs Programme and Advisor to the Committee for his constant valuable inputs
